Pritchett Reviews Architect-Engineer’s Contract and Bond Issue 


An address by Deputy Commissioner of Finance of Kentucky before the East Kentucky Chapter, A.A. on April 30, 1964 


We all have a tremendous interest 
in the promotion of the general obli- 
gation bond issue of the Common- 
wealth, which is to be presented to the 
people for a vote in November 1965. 
This bond issue represents $139,- 
000,000 for road construction and 
$37,000,000 for capital building con- 
struction throughout the State institu- 
tions. This will create a considerable 
volume of work for all branches within 
the architectural and engineering pro- 
fessions. While it is too early, at this 
time, to start active promotion of this 
issue, it is well to be giving some thought 
as to our method of presenting it to 
the people for their acceptance. I am 
sure at a later date the Department of 
Highways will start a rather intensive 
program of advising the people what 
part of the money will be spent on the 
different roads. The 
$37,000,000 set aside for building con- 


struction will, along with revenue bonds,

federal bonds, grants and other sources, 
finance $108,000,000 in buildings for all 
institutions within the State. | have dis- 
cussed this recently with both the Gov- 
ernor and the Commissioner of Finance,

*STATE FINANCE DEPARTMENT 
REVISIONS TO ARCHITECT- 
ENGINEER'S CONTRACT 


We are making certain revisions to the 
Architect-Engineer's Contract in order 
to clear up' wording concerning the 
award of the three separate contracts 
on each job. 

Even without re-wording it, the State 
is interpreting the existing contract as 
allowing the Owner to take separate 
bids and to award separate contracts 
for general construction, mechanical 
work, and electrical work, without extra 
compensation to the architects and en- 
gineers for the extra work involved in 
preparing the plans and specifications 
and administering the separate con- 
tracts. Future contracts will be clarified, 
however, with precise statementstothis 
effect. 

Page 4, Paragraph 2 will read: 

"2. In the event the Owner desires to 
divide the project into two or more 
stages of construction, the Architect 
shall prepare the drawings and specifi- 
cations so as to clearly show and de- 
scribe the work covered in each of such 
construction contracts, and in theevent 
the Owner desires to take separate bids 
on general construction work, mechani- 
cal work and electrical work and admin- 
ister separate contracts for each of these 


July 1 of this year, when the$1,000,000 
set aside for capital construction for the 
next fiscal year becomes available, that 
the bulk of this money be used for pre- 
paring preliminary plans on the pro- 
jects involved in the bond issue. I rec- 
ommend this for several reasons. 

First and foremost is to have the 
planning near completion by the time 
the bond issue is voted on in order that 
we will be able to carry out this con- 
struction in an orderly procedure. 

Secondly, the architects and engineers 
in the State need to do some of this 
work during the next year and a half 
rather than waiting to have it given to 
them all at one time as a rush package. 

Third, it will be informative to the 
taxpayers of Kentucky to have these 
buildings far enough along that per- 
spective drawings can be made and 
pictures circulated in the different areas 
in order that each area will realize what 
is in the program and what it means to 
their location. Of course, there is a pos- 
sibility that the people of the Common- 
wealth may reject this bond issue. If 
so, these plans will not be wasted, be- 
cause these buildings and these roads 
are necessary to the growth of our 


divisions of the work, the architect shall 
properly prepare plans, specifications 
and bid documents sothat thecomplete 
project can be bid by these divisions 
without overlaps or gaps in scope and 
responsibility. 

Page 10, Paragraph 5 will read: 

"5. |n the event the Owner elects to 
divide a total project into two or more 
separate stages so that one part of the 
project may proceed into construction 
ahead of another part of the project, 
each stage requiring separate plans, 
specifications and supervision, the 
Architect's fee shall be based upon the 
individual cost of each individual stage. 
However, if the Owner elects to divide a 
project into separate divisions of the 
work, so as to bid, award and administer 
separate contracts for general construc- 
tion, mechanical work, and electrical 
work, all in one stage of construction, 
the Architect's fee will be based upon 
the total combined cost of general con- 
struction, mechanical work and electri- 
cal work." 

The contract will also be changed to 
a four-phase contract, Programming, 
Preliminary Planning, Working Draw- 
ings, and Supervision, so as to provide 
for payment to the architect at the end 
of programming. It presently requires 
an Advice of Change to the contract to 
pay the architect before preliminary 
plans are approved. 


State and another way will have to 
be found in the 1966 Legislature to 
finance this work. As this progress de- 
velops, we will solicit the support of 
the engineering, architectural and con- 
struction groups in order that our State 
may continue to move ahead in ils 
program of improvements. 


The second matter | wish to discuss 
and the one you actually requested that 
I discuss, I left until last purposely be- 
cause | knew it might be controversial. 
The State has recently decided to break 
down bidding of future projects in 
excess of $300,000 into three bids — 
one for mechanical, one for electrical 
and one for architectural. During the 
four years that I have had the respon- 
sibility of the state building program, 
we have attempted to administer it in 
a professional and businesslike manner. 
I have constantly advised our engineers 
that we are expending taxpayers money 
and that it is onr responsibility to see 
that they receive full value. It has been 
our aim to obtain good and complete 
drawings and specifications; then to see 
that they are fully carried out in our 
construction. 


We have stressed the fact that the 
architect, the engineer and the contrac- 
tor are to be treated fairly. We have not 
considered ourselves in the business of 
taking advantage of or breaking con- 
tractors, either general or sub. Every- 
one in this business knows that it is a 
rough business and that all should be 
allowed to make a fair profit. Also, 
we know that trouble really starts when 
a contractor starts losing money or is 


about to go broke. 


During the last four years, we have 
let building contracts for State construc- 
tion in our various institutions in the 
amount of 314.9 million dollars. Incar- 
rying out this amount of work, we have 
continually attempted to better the con- 
ditions of all professional people and 
contractors involved. We have continu- 
ally made changes in our procedures 
at the suggestion and recommendation 
of our people in the field in order to 
try to effect any improvements possible.

Examples of this are that we have re- 
written the architectural-engineering con- 
tract* in order to correct some injus- 
tices as to fees and supervision expense. 
Another example is that we had com- 
plaints from a group of general con- 
tractors pertaining to the elaborate list 
of materials that was required to be 
submitted at the time of bidding. To 
correct this, we allowed these lists to 
be submitted twenty-four hours later. 
After making this change, we had com- 
plaints from our suppliers concerning 
shopping and we narrowed the time 
down for the low bidder to submit his 
list within an hour. We are now getting 
complaints as to certain shopping with- 
in this hour and may have to make 
other changes. 

We were requested during the Legis- 
lature by certain members of the Leg- 
islature, representing subcontractors 
and their unions, that we change our 
bidding to establish separate bidsfor the 
two major subcontractors. We agreed 
to initiate this on certain contracts for 
the time being to observe the problems 
involved, if any. | will grant you that 


it makes our book work much simpler 
and under certain conditions might be 
better to bid a single contract. However, 
I| will also maintain that under certain 
other conditions it is beneficial to the 
Commonwealth to bid these three con- 
tracts separately. 

Under our previous procedure, we 
have encountered in many cases troub- 
les because of last minute pricing, shop- 
ping, confusion in the material list, lack 
of general supervision and coordination 
by general contractors withholding 
funds and mistreatment of certain sub-

contractors, etc. It seems to me that we 
have been somewhat forced into making 
this change because some members in 
the construction business have taken 
advantage of others and have not tried 
to get their house in order. 

I have understood that the architects 
and general contractors are notin agree- 
ment with this change. If this is true, 
| am going to request that after our 
new procedures are given a thorough 
lest that a proposal be given to us to 
remedy the conditions | have pointed 


out above.
